I INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 


Scarlet  Fever 

All  cases  are  nursed  at  home  except  where  it  is 
impossible  to  isolate  the  children.  There  were  few  deaths.  These 
were  children  of  the  same  family  and  were  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  after  being  isolated  at  home.  On  admittance 
they  had  complete  Anuria  due  to  Nephritis. 

Diphtheria 

This  disease  is  still  prevalent,  many  0/  the 
cases  being  of  the  gravest  type,  with  only  one  death  in  128  cases 
givinB  a mortality  of  a~/Q%  - the  result  is  very  gratifying. 

The  mortality  from  Outside  Areas  is  not  so  satisfactory  as  many 
of  these  cases  are  treated  at  home  and  only  sent  to  the  Hospital 
when  complications  have  arisen. 

No  active  Immunisation  has  been  carried  out 
during  1939 * but  many  children  have  been  immunised  by 'their  private 
practitioners,

(a)  INFECTIOUS  LISEaSES:-  The  Council's  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Coedymoeth  Common,  Mar khan,  consists  of  four  Wards  and  has 
accommodation  for  36  Beds,

MILK  SAMPLES, 

During  the  year,  86  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  for  the  detection  of  Tubercle 
Bacilli.  8 were  also  taken  for-  accredited  milk.  24  were  also 
taken  of  she  milk  supplies  to  schools. 

Some  of  the  samples  o£  school  milk  were  below  standard.  The 

attention  of  the  Health  and  Education  Authority  of  the  County 
Council  was  called  to  this  matter  and  they  immediately  stopped  the 
vendor  supplying  milk  to  the  school.  No  evidence  of  TCBC  in  any 
of  the  samples  taken.
